Admirable this system for certain pur- 
poses, relatively inflexible the categories

you can keep your references perfect order— 
and the reason cannot give the reference for this 
quote because came across before was 
introduced coordinate indexing!

number. The classification the reference then 
done selecting certain key words and underlining 
them (“tracing”). This most conveniently done 
the reference read, and can done the 
card the associated reprint you have one, 
your copy the journal, long the serial 
number given either the latter the same 
that shown the reference card. These key 
words (or “Uniterms”) which have been created 
the tracing procedure can many few 
you like, depending your interests and the 
relevance the material them. important 
classification does not occur the text reference, 
can added. The serial number the refer- 
ence then transferred (“posted”) cards which 
merely bear the appropriate Uniterms headings. 
Proceeding this way generates personal psy- 
chological vocabulary Uniterms represented 
cards each having the serial numbers references 
them. Retrieval information then becomes 
simple. Consideration any one Uniterm card 
will give the serial numbers all the references 
which deal with the subject question. For two 
subjects, take the two Uniterm cards, and com- 
pare them for coincidences number. Such coin- 
cidences number indicate references which deal 
with both subjects. Making series such cross

This deters browsing 
until particular need arises. Then, course, 
one can ask assistant to, say, “get out all the 
references have hoarding rats and mice” 
and certain that, assuming the original tracing 
and posting were efficient, every single reference 
you have that topic will recovered.

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GRADUATE TRAINING PSYCHOLOGY: 


THE TREND SPECIALIZATION THE MASTER’S LEVEL

Master’s degree has for many years 

provided subject for discussion among 

educators. Those who were concerned with 
the problem have debated whether should 
terminal degree stepping-stone the doctorate. 
not surprising, then, that the relatively 
young field psychology this issue should 
discussed among educators this field. 
Some psychologists are not able see any value 
offering the Master’s degree. Others urge not 
only that offered but that more widely 
diversified. 

The concern this report with the current 
trend thinking this area and with the manner 
which the problem being met our uni- 
versities. addition the question the 
Master’s degree, per se, the question specializa- 
tion this level also enters the picture. 

The Policy and Planning Board the APA 
(Hilgard, 1947) recommended that Master’s de- 
grees for professional training psychologists 
discontinued. But the next year Darley al. 
(1948) deemed fortunate that the APA had 
deferred action this recommendation, expressing 
the opinion that the Policy and Planning Board 
had not devoted much consideration “the realities 
practical the Darley article, the 
authors quoted Shartle (1946) who analyzed the 
employment situation psychology, indicating the 
considerable number positions that were being 
filled persons with Master’s degrees. 

subgroup the Boulder Conference 1949 
(Roe, 1959) recommended that serious considera- 
tion given subdoctoral training program 
“designed specifically for the purpose training 
workers handle the technical routine and serv- 
ice functions clinical psychology.”

The Stanford Conference 1955 (Roe, 1959) 
recognized the problem pointing out that “the 
urgent need for additional personnel will make 
some solution imperative.” The issue, again, was 
not carried further this Conference. 

The 1958 meeting the Miami Beach Confer- 
ence Graduate Training (Roe, 1959) resulted 
much more positive stand. Some definite 
proposals were made encouraging departments 
continue the subdoctoral training program. The 
report this Conference contains the following 
proposition: 

Two considerations point the conclusion that 
must now give serious attention preparing persons 
for some the functions which concern means 
training programs which are less costly time and 
personnel than doctoral education. One these 
the conviction that for some roles appropriate and 
adequate training can given one two years 
graduate work. The other that the supply doctoral 
psychologists will limited. Psychology departments 
now participating subdoctoral programs, either under 
their own auspices collaboration with other depart- 
ments, should encouraged continue. 


This report goes point out that the Con- 
ference faced the situation this time, not be- 
cause the membership differed much 
Boulder Conference three years before, but be- 
cause the appropriateness the times (increas- 
ing manpower needs, etc.) and some findings and 
reports that had appeared the interim. Bruce 
Moore, for one, had spoken for the Sears Com- 
mittee (1957) saying, “We urged the Board 
review the APA policies with respect the 
encouragement subdoctoral training the ap- 
plied fields our The Committee 
had urged the Board “to examine the possibility 
that manpower needs modern society might 
better met more diverse kinds and levels 
training.”

communities and suggesting that practitioners 
these techniques were often not formally trained 
the optimal level, yet were apparently doing ade- 
quate work. 

The few excerpts given above present only 
small sample all that has been said the 
subject, leading the impression that there 
favorable trend toward the offering the Master’s 
degree psychology, and toward its diversification. 

examination the actual figures drawn from 
reports institutions during the last ten years, 
however, shows that the trend thinking has not, 
far, been reflected the graduate work that 
being offered. 

Helen Wolfle’s article (1951) furnished informa- 
tion 135 United States institutions conferring 
graduate degrees psychology for the school year 
1951-52. Sherman Ross’s article (1960) gives 
this information for for 180 institutions 
the United States and Canada. Material 
these reports concerned both Master’s and Doctor’s 
degrees and the fields which they were offered. 

For purposes the present report figures con- 
cerning the Master’s degree only were extracted 
from these two sources and the percentages de- 
rived were based the total number schools 
reporting the offering any graduate work 
psychology. 


Table presents the results tabulation 
the figures for the two years that represent the 
two extremes the ten-year period, showing 
comparison both numbers and percentages. 

notable that, for each field which the 
Master’s offered both and 1961-62, 
not only has the percentage schools offering 
sharply decreased but also that absolute num- 
ber less. This trend spite 33% in- 
crease universities offering graduate work. 

Grouped under “All Others” are eighteen fields 
which were reported the 1960 article which did 
not appear the one for 1951. Four institutions, 
for 1961, reported that they would offer Master’s 
degrees Engineering Psychology and the 
Teaching Psychology. Three schools mentioned 
specialties Audio, Visual Audio-Visual, 
Statistics, Abnormal, and Applied. Two offer 
Special Education, and Reading. One school each 
offers Master’s degree Existential-Phenome- 
nological, History and Systems, Industrial Therapy, 
Pastoral, Parent Education and Family Relation- 
ships, Psychological Services, Speech, Student 
Personnel, Therapy, and Vocational. 

Except for these eighteen fields, representing 
total nineteen percent the schools awarding 
graduate degrees, any other fields designated 
1960 that were not given 1951 lent themselves 
the standard categories and were classified. 
For example, Comparative and Physiological were 
frequently mentioned, and were included with 
Experimental, for both years. 

The listing more fields 1961 than 1951 
can not accepted clear evidence greater 
diversification because the manner which 
the schools were questioned. the earlier re- 
port, department chairmen had been asked 
check specific list ten fields. the later 
report, the chairmen were asked list the fields 
which graduate work was offered, that they 
were not limited the ten fields. This allowed 
for more freedom the part those who re- 
ported for their departments and may have resulted 
some inflation the data. 

the other hand, Helen Wolfle expressed some 
concern for the completeness the data her 
1951 article. She pointed out that, although this 
was the most nearly complete record available 
that time, some fields specialization might have 
been underrepresented. For example, she felt that 
degrees child and educational psychology might

always listed the total psychological degrees, 
that, the fields social relations, the de- 
grees might granted departments eco- 
nomics and social science. She also called at- 
tention the fact that some institutions which 
had recently been authorized give graduate 
degrees psychology might not listed. 

Yet spite the possibility underrepresenta- 
tion 1951 and inflation 1961, the figures 
show that Masters’ the major fields psychology 
are offered fewer schools today, and larger 
number offer Master’s all. 

Table are presented the number and per- 
centage schools offering Master’s degrees 
from one ten fields psychology for 1951-52 
and comparable data for 1961-62. will noted 
that the percentages schools offering from one 
four fields specialization increased during 
the ten-year period, but that the percentage 
schools offering many five ten fields has 
decreased. Whereas 57% the schools were 
formerly reported giving from five ten fields 
specialization, this group now represented 
only 18.5% those reporting. 

both tables indicate, the number and per- 
centages schools offering Master’s degrees 
psychology has more than tripled the ten-year 
period. This trend evidently not confined the 
last ten years, however, since Helen Wolfle com- 
mented 1951 that the institutions longer 
offering Master’s degrees were general the 
larger ones.

suppress from their memories those which they 
not. From this theory went see the 
pleasant unpleasant feelings toward certain 
thing actually would influence memory. One major 
criticism this theory made psychologists to- 
day that not pleasant unpleasant feelings 
toward something that influence memory but the 
degree intensity the feeling.

The subjects themselves who are tested for 
memory must also rate the words used 
pleasantness and unpleasantness. 

The words must have definitely affective tone 
(Thomson, 1930). 


These three stipulations were considered 
study. 

One difficulty which arose was defining the 
subjects what was meant pleasantness and 
unpleasantness word. When the psychologist 
states that “love,” “beautiful,” and are 
pleasant words, knows that these words have 
associations which arouse tend arouse pleasant 
feeling. The awareness, however, pieasant 
meaning not the same actual arousal 
pleasant feeling. Subjects may aware the 
meaning pleasantness when feeling aroused; 
even thoroughly depressed mood, may 
aware the meaning pleasantness without any 
trace pleasant feeling (Young, 1937). 

order clarify the matter for the subjects, 
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AND EMOTION 


instructed them think each word the 
feeling actually impressed them but not 
the meaning usually given the word. 

Often the results from study this type have 
not been very significant. most studies has 
been concluded that pleasant things have slight 
memory advantage over unpleasant things, but the 
subject has not been adequately studied draw 
any definite conclusions. 

study, four groups were each shown 
list words and later asked recall many 
words possible. After period time, they 
were given the same list and asked rate the 
Using these ratings, was able find the intensity 
the feeling about each word. 

the correlation between the two were sig- 
nificant, might aid educators discovering why 
certain subject matter retained longer than other. 


PROCEDURE 


first step this project was narrow down 
the basic topic which had selected: “What 
factors influence memory?” After doing research 
the subject, the decision was made conduct 
study more specifically whether pleasantness 
unpleasantness feeling influences memory. 
Further research was done this subject and 
many ideas, suggestions, procedures, 
clusions previous experiments were taken into 
consideration the planning this study. 

While doing research, found one article 
(Young, 1937) list 320 words which had been 
used experiment similar mine.* 

later typed and dittoed sufficient number 
copies these words. suggestion Dr. 
Dreese, February 23, 1961, presented these 
words pilot group ten subjects, who rated 
them their pleasantness and unpleasantness. 
The following five-point scale was used: 


unpleasantness 
2—moderate unpleasantness 
3—indifference 
4—moderate pleasantness 
pleasantness 


The subjects were instructed use the preceding 
five-point scale but avoid category unless 


words had been listed extemporaneously 
subjects for similar experiment, who had been asked 
list many pleasant and unpleasant words they could. 
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indicated their actual feelings. addition they 
were told not leave any blanks. they were 
doubt, they were indicate their closest re- 
action. This test has “right” “wrong” 
answers and/or order words listed; therefore 
subjects were mark their answers freely. 

then scored the papers and found the average 
rating for each word. Six words which seemed 
most representative each point the scale 
were selected make total words. 

These words were placed individually 
pieces in. oak tag. had previously 
arranged with Mrs. Desmond, science and mathe- 
matics teacher Greenbelt Junior High School, 
use her four general science classes for 
experiment. 

February 28, 1961, conducted the first half 
actual experiment, using total 121 
subjects. method presentation involved 
supplying each subject with paper, which was 
coded number. The subjects then studied each 
word carefully held each card viewed 
for period seconds. the close the 
viewing period the subjects were instructed write 
down the paper provided many words 
they could remember that they had just seen. 
Each time the words were presented different 
group, the viewing order was changed that 
word might not have false high memory rating, 
due certain placement the order. also 
scanned the papers see there seemed 
any abnormal trend memory for the above 
reason, but there appeared none. 

These same words were then typed and 
dittoed and presented the same four groups 
one week later, March 1961. Word lists, 
coded correspond with the first papers, were 
distributed, and the subjects were asked mark 
each word whether gave them pleasant 
unpleasant feeling, the same manner 
the pilot test. One hundred twenty-three sub- 
jects participated this half the experiment. 

eliminated all papers which were unusable be- 
cause the subject had not participated both 
halves the experiment, and discarded remaining 
papers until had total 100 sets tests, 
from each class. 

the first test, that memory, the number 
times each word was correctly recalled was found 
for each section separately and for the total group. 

the second test the average feeling score for 
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each word was found class and total. These 
words were then all rescored order measure 
intensity. three-point scale was used. Number 
was used where number was used the previ- 
ous test (to indicate indifference). Number was 
used where numbers and had been used (to 
indicate moderate feeling). Number was used 
where numbers and had been used (to indicate 
strong feeling). Averages were found for each 
word’s intensity, both class and total. 

using the Spearman rank-difference method 
could discover there were correlation between 
(a) memory and pleasantness feeling and 
memory and intensity feeling. 


RESULTS 


Results showed that there was correlation 
between memory and pleasantness and unpleasant- 
ness feeling .0766). However, there was 
positive correlation .432) between mem- 
ory and intensity 

was also found that the two below-average 
classes seemed have lower average memory 
rate per subject than the above-average groups. 
There was almost difference between the classes 
the average feeling and intensity scores. 

The above-average classes seemed relate 
similar sounding words, such sock and suck, 
their memory tests, while the below-average 
classes did not appear so. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The difference the kind feeling, 
pleasant unpleasant, seems have effect 
memory. 


highest possible correlation was 1.0. 


Intensity emotion does appear affect 
memory. 

Avove-average classes seem have larger 
memory spans than below-average groups. 

Above-average classes seem have better 
associations words than below-average groups. 

Educators should note that indifferent ma- 
terial more prone forgotten than intense 
subject matter.

PSYCHOLOGY FOR SCHOOL 


the rapid pace developments American 
education the school counselor has been thrust 
into the educational limelight. The school 

counselor’s role and function and his place the 
educational system must clarified. The Na- 
tional Defense Education Act has been only one 
series major events the past decade which 
have helped him achieve professional identity 
part the school The primary ob- 
jective these efforts has been serve the pupil 
more effectively. This report prepared further 
this objective. 

Relevant professional associations, the colleges 
and universities which provide the professional 
preparation for counselors, the United States Office 
Education, the state departments public in- 
struction, and various accrediting associations have 
made continuous efforts define and delimit the 
role and function the school counselor. School 
counselors themselves have done much achieve 
separate identity virtue the experience gained 
their daily work. The school counselor and 
guidance are now well established integral 
part American education. 

Despite this acceptance there some quarters 
serious concern with the competence school 
counselors, presently selected and prepared, 
accomplish the objectives which American educa- 
tion has set for them. Those who deal with the 
problems selecting and training school counselors 
encounter problems both quantity and quality. 
There have never been enough qualified persons 
fill the demand. result, far too many 
positions have been filled “stop-gap” basis with 
inadequately trained personnel. 

Minimum standards established for the prepara- 
tion counselors the professional associations 
and through state certification have tended be- 
come maximums. the school counselor’s role 
and function have become defined more clearly, 
there considerable evidence indicate that 
training and certification standards must re-

Specialists the other behaviorial sciences which 
are heavily involved should make similar analyses 
components the total counselor education 
program for which they are responsible.

school counselors are attain the professional 
stature their role American education requires, 
their training must firmly grounded sound 
principles rather than the result expedients 


and compromises. When they evaluate the quality 
and scope their programs, institutions and other 
agencies concerned with professional preparation 
school counselors should consider the following 
principles: 


Although the program counselor education and 
preparation may located single department 
school should interdisciplinary nature. Each 
discipline should taught qualified specialists trained 
the discipline itself and oriented the work the 
counselor. Thus, psychology courses should taught 
qualified psychologists who have understanding 
how the counselor will use psychological knowledge and 
techniques. 

The school counselor, like other qualified specialists 
the school system, should have thorough knowledge 
schools and the educational setting; however, teaching 
experience not the only way acquiring this knowledge 
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and hence not necessary prerequisite becoming 
The key factors are skill relating both 
children and adults, competence working with them 
educational setting, and understanding the objectives, 
and mores that setting. 

Since preparation appropriate fields the under- 
graduate level necessary provide depth for graduate 
graduate courses meet basic requirements. This would 
true for psychology weil other fields. 

determining where the training program the 
trainee should begin, due account should taken the 
relevant knowledge brings with him. some fields 
may need acquire better background before 
begins the formal graduate program; others may 
able proceed more rapidly than the course sequence 
might suggest. 

Because the difficulty evaluating previous aca- 
demic work basic psychology, placement examination 
should developed and used determine areas 
weakness strength for planning further study. 

Planned sequences courses, opposed collections 
relatively unrelated courses taken fractionated seg- 
ments, are essential. 

Full-time study generally superior 
programs completed entirely summer school and ex- 
tension classes. Catch-as-catch-can courses nonsequential 
order particularly need avoided. 

The counselor education program must include ade- 
quate supervised experiences. Because the nature 
the counseling process important that counseling 
psychologist involved supervision part the 
practicum program and that school counselors other 
persons supervising counseling practice have appropriate 
qualifications. 

Adequate performance the counseling function 
requires minimum two years graduate preparation. 
This principle has already been recognized and implemented 
programs for the preparation rehabilitation counselors 
and school psychologists. school counselors are 
meet their responsibilities, the typical current programs 
graduate study must lengthened and altered. In- 
creasing numbers school counselors who aspire posi- 
tions leadership will probably pursue studies for the 
doctorate counseling psychology. 


CONTENT AREAS THE FIELD PSYCHOLOGY 


Since counseling concerned primarily with 
analyzing, understanding, and modifying individual 
behavior, substantial part the professional 
preparation program for school counselors must 
necessarily psychological nature. The rele- 
vant content areas psychology may subsumed 
under two headings: basic and professional. The 
first includes content areas designed provide the 
counselor with general understanding the 
principles human behavior; the second includes 
those areas psychology which are more directly 


related the practice school counseling. Con- 
tent both categories will undoubtedly pro- 
vided varying sequences and combinations. The 
subclassifications are not construed 
separate courses, but rather areas knowledge 
competence. Allowing for some undergraduate 
work the basic courses, expected that 
approximately fifty percent the graduate pro- 
gram should devoted these basic and pro- 
fessional areas psychology.

IMPLICATIONS THE REPORT 


This report asserts that psychology central 
the training school counselors. The recom- 
mendations are designed guidelines for col- 
leges education, psychology departments, school 
systems, state departments public instruction, 
the United States Office Education, and pro- 
fessional associations interested the training and 
professional development school counselors. 
Recommendations, however, need translated 
into action. The following statements delineate 
some the responsibilities which need as- 
sumed various persons and organizations en- 
gaged the training, certification, and employment 
school counselors who will possess the qualifica- 
tions which counseling psychologists believe are 
necessary for performing the duties society asks 


them. 
Implications the report include the following: 


Teachers courses the content areas psychology 
must qualified psychologists. psychologist, for this 
purpose, may defined ordinarily person educated 
accredited graduate school. many instances, persons 
educated departments institutes child development 
departments educational psychology will qualified 
offer work one more these content areas. 

Courses other content areas which are essentially 
psychological nature may taught either qualified 
psychologists other persons qualified the ap- 
propriate specialty. 

Deans and department heads training institutions 
have responsibility for making available qualified psy- 
chologists conduct courses the appropriate areas 
psychology and participate practica. 

Psychologists have responsibility for recognizing 
appropriate differences the selection, preparation, and 
professional objectives school counselors compared 
with doctoral level psychologists. 

Since due account should taken the relevant 
knowledge the trainee brings with him, appropriate place- 
ment examinations should developed appraise the 
basic background psychology possesses. This would 
provide means for determining areas weakness 
strengths planning the formal graduate program. 

The practicum experience the school field activity 
integral part the program professional prepara- 
tion. The counseling practicum must supervised 
qualified counselor; fully trained and experienced 
counseling psychologist should actively involved the 
supervisory process. 

While this report focused the formal training 
the school counselor, emphasis should also placed 
the development the counselor person, his 
self-understanding, his role concepts. 
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School administrators have responsibility for seeing 
that persons currently assigned school counseling 
duties have met are actively the process meeting 
the requirements psychology outlined this report. 
School administrators can contribute forcefully im- 
proved quality counselor training favoring applicants 
who have chosen pursue professional training beyond the 
current and typical minimum requirements certification. 

Certification requirements for school counselors 
most states should reviewed and revised with special 
reference the psychological core the counselor’s train- 
ing and job. States need courageous enough 
set standards which emphasize quality even such stand- 
ards may for while result shortage certified people.

Note the Use Tests 
Learning Devices 


Although “learning” has long been stated aim 
tests content areas, few suggestions this 
aim have been made. The following method 
testing, used beginning graduate level course 
child development and educational psychology 
Harvard University, appeared have furthered the 
learning some the students. 

The students were informed the procedure for 
testing and scoring several days advance. The 
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examination, which included both objective and essay 
items, was dittoed and stapled with two copies 
each page following each other. Each student re- 
ceived sheet carbon paper and was requested 
insert between the two identical pages an- 
swered the examination questions. the end the 
hour, the examinations were separated. The instructor 
collected the top sheets—the students retained the 
carbon copy. 

Scoring consisted 85% credit (85 points) for 
the original examination and 15% credit (15 points) 
for correction the carbon which students turned 
two days later. The students were instructed 
correct their carbon copies through consulting books 
notes through discussion with other class 
members. 

was thought that the students thus: 


Could learn material considered important which 
they had not learned, and 

Could evaluate their own performances. (In ad- 
dition, since some students did not complete the 
examination, allowed them the opportunity 
achieve closure.) 


scoring the corrections the carbons, 
points were assigned for “effort correction” plus 
ratio corrected errors total errors make 
points. For example, student had errors, 
and had corrected them, was given points 
(6/9 12), plus points for estimate the 
effort exerted correcting his examination. 

After both the examinations had been scored 
and returned, the students were asked rate anon- 
ymously the procedure 3-point scale: 


extremely valuable learning experience 
moderately valuable learning experience 


the students, gave the procedure rating 
enjoyed and those who disliked offered many 
voluntary comments. 

interesting note that, contrary the users’ 
expectations, the high scorers (on the “original” exam) 
did not constitute the major portion those who 
obviously worked hard correcting the test. Original 
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marks were compared with marks the carbon 
copies. Both the low and high groups “original” 
scores attained higher “carbon” scores than did the 
middle group. 

Because this method was relatively well received 
and appeared contribute decreasing the gap be- 
tween teaching and testing, consider possible 
value for other instructors.

Practice, Private and Not 


rather doubt that psychologists into private practice 
the active sense. They not seek out, but when they 
are ready for it, seeks them out. Obviously they are 
responding demand which the public—at least limited 
public—supplies. They are also responding demand 
themselves—for economic reward, for professional auton- 
omy, for all those rewards—and these include the hazards 
and the responsibilities well—which are inherent the 
independent practice any profession free-enterprise 
society. 


The words are those John Brownfain 
taken from his report 1961 survey private 
practice clinical psychology Michigan, study 
sponsored the Michigan Psychological Associa- 
tion. Following the wake yet other surveys 
New York, Pennsylvania, and Oregon, not men- 
tion the classic self-study Division 12, the Mich- 
igan data turn out interesting their own 
right. 

This column sometimes hesitates print all the 
news that’s fit, probably out some vestigial notion 
that may not timely provide all the statistics 
one’s stockpile. But the Osgoodian thesis 
“graduated reciprocation tension-reduction” and 
the premise that system free inspection among 
the professions may actually prove disarming, 
venture present some the data from the Mich- 
igan study. 

The questionnaire went all Michigan psychol- 
ogists who were members APA and/or the Mich- 
igan Psychological Association (MPA). 712 were 
members APA (of whom 400 belonged also 
MPA); 100 were members MPA alone. the 
total 812 which went out, 319 questionnaires 
came in, return 39% without follow-up. The 
respondents were compared number bio- 
graphical items with 25% sample Michigan 
psychologists drawn from the 1960 APA Directory, 
and the surveyors were satisfied that the group re- 
plying was sufficiently representative Michigan 
psychologists large. 


Ayes and Nays. How did those who engaged 
private practice (PP) compare with those who did 
not (non-PP)? 


The group slightly younger (40 vs. years), has 
higher proportion men (85% vs. 80%), and higher 


proportion doctorates (68% vs. 64%), which are 
somewhat more recent vintage. The group more 
likely belong APA and MPA, and contain 
higher proportion ABEPP diplomates. They are more 
likely reside the Detroit area (55% vs. 34% 
non-PP), less likely associated with universities (31% 
vs. 62% non-PP), and more likely employed 
schools, hospitals, and clinics. Many more the group 
expect certified (96% vs. 53% non-PP). The 
surprise here not that nearly all psychologists intend 
become certified—this is, after all, mandatory law— 
but that many non-PP psychologists intend even 
though they are under compulsion. 


Pros and Cons. Surveyor Brownfain was, how- 
ever, much concerned with attitudes with num- 
bers. Generally found differences between the 
and non-PP groups the expected direc- 
tion. Not always. One statement—psychologists 
have contribution make counselors and psy- 
chotherapists which other disciplines cannot make— 
proved have bit reverse English it. 73% 
the non-PP group answered “yes,” only 56% 
the group did (and with 20% doubtful the 
former group and 30% the latter, the table lists 
chi-square having .02). Says our surveyor: 


With some reflection, can easily convince ourselves that 
should also have expected this. you will consider that 
most the non-PP group comes from the academic-scien- 
tific areas psychology, natural suppose that they 
would have high regard for the power theory over prac- 
tice. Psychologists the applied areas presumably know 
better. They are, might guess, more aware the atten- 
uation theory its discontinuity relation practice. 
They are therefore less convinced that their contribution 
uniquely different from those more empirical disciplines. 


Maybe been reading too much Eysenck 
lately, listening some the harder-shelled 
psychologists talking about psychotherapy, but here, 
would fain say Brownfain said mouthful 
reached way out. matter. goes 
point out, psychologists, regardless theoretical 
orientation and employment setting, seem share 
affirmative attitude about private practice and its 
contributions. 


Facts and Figures. Try would, the study 
found more than clinical psychologists full- 
time private practice Michigan. Many more, 
course, were part-time practice, but the finding 
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substantiates the notion that psychologists are not 
masse rushing into the area private practice. 
The mean number hours devoted the part-time 
practitioner per week seven, leading Brownfain 
remark: 

Two hundred psychologists, give take few, working 
one day week, dispersed that may exceed 
10,000,000, will hardly satisfy the demands for private psy- 
chological service, demand that will grow along with the 
psychological sophistication the citizenry and its accel- 
erating drift into the middle class. 


How the respondents group spend their 
time private practice? the hours are de- 
voted psychodiagnostic work, 26% psycho- 
therapeutic. When one treats the ABEPP practi- 
tioners and the non-ABEPP separately, however, 
the diplomates are found devote twice much 
time psychotherapy diagnostic work, while 
with the non-diplomates the proportion just 
reversed. Here our surveyor has some further 
thoughts: 

plain that the more experienced the psychologist, the 
more likely that will specialize the practice 
psychotherapy. psychological measurement the unique 
creation psychology, then have paradox sorts 
the fact that psychodiagnosis relegated the junior mem- 
bers our field, while the seniors turn psychotherapy. 
Whatever may think this (and there are many things 
think), reassuring that psychotherapy is, and 
large, the hands our most mature and experienced 
psychologists. 


Give and Take. Where psychologists get 
their clients? While therapists listed other psychol- 
ogists their primary source and testing cases came 
largest measure from social agencies, for the total 
group respondents, physicians and psychiatrists, 
when placed single category, proved the 
leading source clients. 

When the shoe was the other foot, the respond- 
ents, 62% whom use consultants occasion, 
sought with about equal frequency the help other 
psychologists, physicians (including pediatricians 
and neurologists), and psychiatrists. 


Findings and Conclusions. the question 
“What your opinion would constitute suitable 
training for clinical psychologist private prac- 
tice and who should give this training?” there were 
many answers. Four principal themes, however, 
proved shared most respondents 

Thorough foundation psychological theory 
graduate school. 


Thorough supervision highly competent 
psychologists multidisciplinary clinical settings. 

Opportunities for post-doctoral seminars and 
formal courses. 

Growing self-awareness achieved through per- 
sonal therapy. 


From these and other data too plentiful relate 
here, Brownfain concludes philosophical note: 


the private practice clinical psychology acquire 
the status mature profession, then more psychologists 
will have risk this Only this way shall 
discover whether not this patterning our pro- 
fessional role have contribution make society 
which cannot make well the traditional roles avail- 
able us. move ahead this direction, shall 
also have show that are vitally connected with the 
mainstream scientific and professional psychology, that 
from it.
